[he importance of the invention, for it is a new invention, 
is best understood when it is known that a New Jersey 
firm spent $100,000 in an effort to make a Fourdrinier by 
power and failed. The prospect of the new East Lee in- 
lustry looks bright in the face of the fact that hand loom 
men have from the first predicted certain failure for the 
indertaking. 

About two years ago H. C. Phelps, at the instigation of

eventually manufacturing wires for paper making ma-

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BUSINESS CONDITIONS MIXED. 


New York Trade Slack—Fairly Busy at Holyoke—Better Feel- 
ing in Chicago —-Slow Improvement in Boston—Quict 
in Philadelphia— Fair in the Miami. 


Just a little more activity was reported in the market 
this week. Prices, however, continue more or less weak, 
depending upon the grade of paper. The destruction of the 
Henry mill, at Lincoln, N. H., takes about 60 tons of 
bag, manilas and envelope papers a day out of the market. 
At present no new mill is ready to supply that deficiency. 
This will naturally have its influence upon the market for 
these grades. A shade stronger feeling developed in the 
manila market. Conditions in the box board situation are 
reported as good and manufacturers say they have plenty 
of orders at full prices. So far no one has cut prices 
since the last advance and the business is reported in bet- 
ter position than formerly. Writings, bonds and ledger 
papers are moving under a fair demand, but with no im- 
provement in prices. The market for tissues continues 
good. There is a better feeling in all grades, and many 
dealers are looking forward to improvement as spring 
business develops. 





Fairly Busy at Holyoke.

Very Slow Improvement in Boston.

Improvement in the consumptive distribution of paper 
comes very slowly and it is a question if trade conditions 
have improved any within the past week. Jobbers in white 
papers claim to be doing, only a fair volume of business, 
orders being small but numerous at times, and then a lull 
is experienced. Yet, notwithstanding the cheerless reports 
of local jobbers they seem to think that a better run of 
business is likely to open up in the near future. A notice- 
able feature of business is the withholding on the part of 


heavy consumers of large orders for future use, the reason 
therefor dealers are unable to give. For a number of weeks 
past the jobbing distribution of all kinds of white paper 
has been limited to the regular daily demands of routine 
business. Manila papers and other lines of store wrappings 
are moving fairly well, but without any special activity, so 
that city dealers while reporting trade satisfactory say: 
“We could do more if conditions called for it.” The man- 
ufacturing branch of the manila trade is said by mill rep- 
resentatives to be in very good shape, orders being heavy 
enough to take care of the production, but then it is doubt- 
ful if many mills are experiencing any trouble in filling 
their orders on time. The tone of the market on all lines 
of paper is firm at ruling quotations, but then the ruling 
quotations are lower than the cost of raw materials’ would 
seem to justify. Prices are in favor of the buyer.

Quiet Trade in Philadelphia. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


PHILapeLtpHiA, March 6, 1906.—Between Lent and the 
condition of trade as jobbers and manufacturers find it 
there should be no connection, but a tour of the stores 
today finds all of them quiet, in a few cases dull, in no 
case rushed. Even the inducement of shaded prices on 
practically all lines of stock save for the higher priced 
qualities has not been a sufficient inducement to persuade 
the consumer from order placing. And, withal, the trade 
believes that it is still distinctly better off than some of the 
sister cities, notably New York, for the manner in which 
certain New York interests are endeavoring to capture 
local orders with low prices suggests that in Gotham orders 
must be scarcer than even here. 

One report was that coated papers had been offered 
locally for less than 5 cents even in small lots. Tissues are 
very plentiful and the price is sagging. News seemed long 
since to have overstocked the market, and for the cheaper 
grades the price is merely nominal. Cheap book is un- 
certain, but rather steadier than tissues or news. Wrap- 
pings are quiet. Building papers still continue to be in a 
brisk demand, with slightly better prices than last week.

Business Fairly Good in the Miami.

Dayton, Ohio, March 6, 1906.—Business continues to re- 
main fairly good, notwithstanding somewhat different re- 
ports from sections of the paper producing world. One 
jobber states that the local trade has been far above the 
average, so much so that his firm is greatly encouraged 
over the outlook, but he admitted that the local trade was 
better, comparatively, than that coming from the outside. 
Some of the dealers have received new price lists on news 
and are wondering what the effect will be. It is a foregone 
conclusion that prices on nearly all grades cannot be boost- 
ed too much to suit the trade. Pulp conditions are such 
that it is the consensus of opinion that prices must im- 
prove or certain branches of the trade will become de- 
moralized. “The situation will right itself,” said a trades- 
man yesterday, “and it will right itself in a hurry, for the 
scarcity of pulp will compel some lively moving when the 
time comes, And the time is almost ripe for a big, sweep- 
ing change. It would not surprise me to witness a meta- 
morphosis in some lines that will set the heads of some of 
the oldest in the business a-swimming.” The week has 
heen satisfactory, locally, from a few standpoints. The 
general trade, aside from the paper industry, has been fine.

Fox River Conditions Still Unsatisfactory. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


AppLeton, Wis., March 5, 1906.—No secret has been 
made in this correspondence of the unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of the paper business in Wisconsin and its vicinity, 
and this has been with the full approval of the local manu- 
facturers, who do not believe that anything is to be gained 
by saying, as is frequently done, that business is good 
when it is not. No one is long deceived by such talk, 
which in the end only serves to discredit the man who 
says it and the paper that prints it, and casts a shadow of 
suspicion of untruthfulness upon al! other information 
emanating from them. What the people who read market 
reports are looking for is the truth. 

An interesting circumstarce along this line happened 
to your correspondent several year$ ago, when business 
was very much more prosperous than it is now. Your cor- 
respondent had been telling how rushed with orders all 
the mills were and how good everybody was feeling, and 
had perhaps unwittingly stretched the good news a little 
too far. A pioneer manufacturer upon whom he called 
one day took him to task for it. “You are making out,” 
he said, “that business is better than it really is, and that 
hurts us. The Chicago jobber who has an order to place 
will read what you say in THe Paper Trape JourNat and 
he will say: ‘Oh, it’s no use for me to ask those Fox River 





mills to figure on this job. They've got so much to 
that they won’t care to make a good price, and even 
they did and I should give them the order they've got 
much work ahead there’s no telling when I should get ‘ 
goods. No, I'll ask those Michigan fellows what they « 
do for me.’” 

It has been the general opinion in this district that bu 
ness in the East was better than in the West in the |i 
of book and print paper, but a very different story | 
told to me today by a commercial traveler who calls wy 
the mills both East and West. He says prices are lov 
and conditions generally are worse in the East than 
the West. In the print paper line besides the Inter 
tional and Great Northern quite a large number of in 
pendent mills have sprung up, mills that were projec‘ 
and built when times were good and that were erect 
mostly with borrowed money. These mills must keep r 
ning at any cost, and are competing hotly in the matter 
prices with the stronger and older mills. Then, too, t 
pulp wood situation in the East is, if anything, more 
rious than in the West, as the winter has been ey 
milder, and ground wood is scarcer there as most of t! 
Eastern mills have had low water and have been unable 
grind any wood, while in Wisconsin water power h 
been unusually good all winter and there has been no diff 
culty in keeping the pulp mills going at normal output. 

Everybody who pretends to know anything in a wid 
way of the print paper situation in this country agrees that 
prices are going to be very much higher within the next 
few months. Just when the time will come they do not 
say too closely, but it will not be long. The reason is 
to be found in the fact that there is sure to be a genera! 
pulp wood famine before next season’s wood can come t 
market. It will pay any print mill that can afford it not 
to sell its product at present low prices, but to pile it up 
and wait for the good time coming. Fox River. 





Better Business in Canada.

Toronto, Canada, March 6, 1906.—Dealers report busi 
ness brisk and they say this is not confined to Toronto ani 
district, but seems general throughout the country. The 
spring retail trade can scarcely be said to have opened, but 
still travelers report merchants busy in all directions 
While the lumbermen have been doing their best to make 
up for lost time during the colder weather of February, 
yet the chances of getting down an average supply of pulp 
logs is not bright and there is a feeling that there wil! 
be higher prices for pulp and paper in the near future 
One manufacturer said, voicing a sentiment which seems 
general in this part of Canada: “The fact is prices for 
paper are now down to rock bottom, and the only change 
possible is a change upward, and that must come befor 
long.”

Place Within the Year—Many Improvements Made 
in Existing Plants and More in View. 


APPLETON, Wis., March 6, 1906.—C. B, Pride, the Ap- 
pleton architect, is preparing plans for three new paper 
making enterprises, which are expected to be built the com- 
ing season. 

One of them is for a new writing paper mill to be built 
on the St. Joseph River in Michigan, near Kalamazoo.

The buildings will be 
of concrete and steel, and the power for the mill will be 
developed by a concrete dam, producing a head of water 
of 14 feet. The plan will be tributary to the Grand 
Rapids and Indiana Railway. The present plan is to begin 
construction work in the spring. 

_ Another enterprise, concerning which names are not 
available at present, is a 100 ton sulphite mill to be located 
in Northern Wisconsin, plans for which are now on the 
boards. It is an entirely new undertaking not in connec- 
tion with any other concern. Provision is being made for 
a 50 ton ground wood mill and a two machine paper

The buildings, 
which cover eight acres, are under cover, and by the mid- 
dle of March the plant, which is one of the most modern 
in the Middle West, if not in the United States, will Le 
fully equipped for operation. For this plant the Black. & 
Clawson Company, located at Hamilton, furnished a 112- 
inch straight Fourdrinier, two presses, sixteen dryers, two 
stacks of calenders, &c. The Oglesby Company has ever 
held a high position in-the valley, and with this modern 
plant will be in a position to continue in the forefront. 

Among the other concerns which have made material 
changes, which have been mentioned in THe Paper TRADE 
Journat, is the Beckett Paper Company, of Hamilton. 
This company tore down its old plant entirely and has in- 
stalled new machinery. It was a big job but was splen- 
didly handled and suspension of operations were only 
temporary, the busy season having been met in the usual 
way. The company started one machine about January 
10 of last year and the other one a month later. The com 
pany erected new and modern buildings constructed of 
steel, concrete and brick. In the new mill is a complete 
rag equipment, and the manufacture of high grade covers 
will be continued: Besides the 118-inch Fourdrinier one 
74-inch supercalender was installed.

The Champion Coated Paper Company did not go ahead 
with its contemplated improvements at Hamilton, the re- 
port being that it intended to duplicate its present mill, al 
ready the largest coated paper plant in the country. Inter 
ference with these plans, if indeed there was any inter- 
ference, was probably due to the company’s energy in 
North Carolina, where it will erect the largest pulp plant 
in the world. Peter G. Thomson has purchased a site at 
Canton, N. C., and a vast tract of timber land, and from 
this mill the Hamilton plant will be supplied. The enter- 
prise is in embryo, the architect not having completed his 
plans, but within another year it will be a grand reality 
and a monument to its projector.

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Imports and Exports. 

According to statistics compiled by the Bureau of Com- 
merce and Labor, reproduced on page 5 of this issue, the 
import trade in raw materials used in paper making de- 
creased, taken as a whole, during the month of January, 
1906, compared with the corresponding month of 1905. 
For example, the imports of caustic soda were 208,766 
pounds in January, 1906, compared with 148,589 pounds in 
January of last year. For the seven months ending Jan- 
uafy 31, 1906, imports aggregated 1,415,428 pounds, com- 
pared with 1,042,369 pounds during the same period a year 
ago, showing a substantial increase in receipts. Sal soda 
imports fell off for the month, running but little more than 
one-third of the quantity for the corresponding month of 
the previous year, and a proportionate decrease was re- 
ported in the summary for the seven months. Soda ash 
fell off about one-half for the month, the imports in Jan- 
uary, 1905, being 1,682,058 pounds, compared with 822,553 
pounds in January, 1906. 

Imports of manufactures of paper nearly all increased 
during the month and the seven months’ period. The im- 
ports of lithographic labels and prints were valued at 
$168.391 for January, 1906, commpared with $120,488 for 
January, 1905. Values for the seven months ending Janu- 
ary 31, 1906, were $1,262,930, as against $951,258 for the 
corresponding period of the previous year. Parchment pa- 
pers made a big jump for the month, running from 7,124 
pounds in January, 1905, to 43,172 pounds in January, 
1906, a six fold increase. For the seven months’ period 
imports were 208,850 pounds in 1906, compared with 179,- 
199 pounds_in the same period a year ago. Imports from 
Germany were the largest, aggregating in value $339,803 
for the month of January this year, compared with $246,256 
in January last year. For the seven months ending January 
31, 1906, imports from Germany were $2,551,825, as against 
$1,913,035 during the corresponding period of the previous 
year. Imports from the United Kingdom were next in 
order, and France was third on the list, but all showed an 
increase over the imports for last year in both periods un- 
der review, 

lf imports of paper and its manufactures increased, this 
trade tendency was more or less counterbalanced by the 
steady increase in exports of paper and its manufactures. 
The exports of paper for printing doubled for the month, 
Standing at 14,705,453 pounds in January, 1906, compared 
with 7,244,536 pounds during the same month a year ago. 
For the seven months ending January 31, 1906, exports 
were 82,512,631 pounds, compared with 62,038,559 during 
the corresponding period a year ago. This is an increase 
of over 20,000,000 pounds and represents a substantial 
business abroad in the product of American mills.

Fo 
the seven months ending January 31, 1906, imports aggre 
gated 93,046,463 pounds, as against 79,390,636 pounds dur 
ing the corresponding period a year ago. In these import 
the United Kingdom led with 164,079 pounds for January 
as against 123,439 pounds during the same month a yea: 
ago. For the seven months imports from the Unite: 
Kingdom were 823,015 pounds, against 667,691 pounds dur 
ing the corresponding period a year ago. Germany fol 
lowed the United Kingdom, Belgium was third and Franc: 
fourth in the quantity of rags shipped to this country. 

Imports of wood pulp for January, 1906, were 427,335 
pounds, compared with 288,812 pounds during Januar) 
1905. For the seven months ending January 31, 1906, im 
ports were 2,719,132 pounds, compared with 2,552,815 pounds 
during the corresponding period a year ago. 

Exports of wood pulp nearly doubled for January, run 
ning up from 1,308,351 pounds in January, 1905, to 2,151, 
524 pounds for January, 1906. There was a good increase 
for the seven months period. Exports for the seven months 
ending January 31, 1906, were 15,168,151 pounds, compared 
with 12,648,938 pounds during the corresponding period a 
year ago. In other words, exports for the month were 
substantially three times the imports, while for the seven 
months closing January 31, 1906, the exports were about 
seven times the imports.

Friend and Burns Urge Canal Improvements. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Dayton, Ohio, March 6, 1906.—Matters affecting paper 
manufacturers and factory owners in general were given 
special attention at Columbus this week. J. Howard 
Friend, president of the G. H. Friend Paper and Tablet 
Company, and R. W. Burns, the secretary and treasurer 
of the same company, appeared before the finance com- 
mittees of the Senate and House in the interest of the 
appropriation of $256,000 for the improvement of the 
southern end of the Miami and Erie Canal. 

They presented the various needs of the waterway and 
told of the great interest evinced in the proposed changes 
by the paper manufacturers, the machinery men and others 
of the allied trades, and predicted that if the channel is 
deepened, concrete locks and a concrete dam built near 
Middletown, the transportation facilities of the canal would 
be revolutionized. Messrs. Friend and Burns, with other 
investors, have equipped several modern steel boats, pro- 
pelled by gasoline, to ply the waterway, and stand ready 
to make further investments, it is understood, for the gen- 
eral benefit of the community, as well as for the benefit of 
the paper trade. The improvement of the canal would make 
West Carrollton one of the most important mill centres 
in the world and would give Dayton water communication 
with the Ohio and Mississippi. The transportation of wood 
for pulp has been greatly retarded by the lack of facilities, 
railroad rates having greatly interfered with the business. 
If all wood could be shipped by water immediate advan- 
tages would accrue to the entire valley. In a general way 
all business would be wonderfully aided as the canal would 
be*an up to date competitor of the rail, and cheaper trans- 
portation rates are what have been demanded by manu- 
facturers for years. ’ M. V.

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STRAW PULP IN THE MIAMI. 


Acquirement of Ohio Mills Interests Paper Makers in That 
State—A Great Straw Country From Which to Draw 
Supplies of Raw Material. 





[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, March 5, 1906.—Considerable interest has 
been aroused in the Miami Valley over the acquirement of 
the Akron and Baltimore paper mills by the Straw Pulp 
and Paper Company, of New York, as reported, inasmuch 
as the experiments with straw pulp will be made in the 
State of Ohio and within easy reach of all manufacturers 
who may be interested in the new process. 

As indicated in THe Paper Trape JourNat, the pulp sup- 
ply question has long been one of concern to the mill men 
in general and if straw answers the purpose, it is reported 
that several valley manufacturers will take up the experi- 
ment. This is a great straw country, and while there has 
always been a lively scramble for all of the straw available 
in this and adjoining States, a sufficient quantity was gen- 
erally obtainable. Within recent years the local supply has 
been rapidly exhausted, but the crops in Indiana, Kentucky, 
Illinois and Michigan have furnished all of the necessary 
material, and it was usually bought long before the harvest. 
Experiments with corn were conducted energetically in this 
vicinity a few years ago, and with fair success. Always 
ready to cheapen the price of the product, which is now 
more needful than ever, it would not be surprising to wit- 
ness some decidedly earnest experiments in the straw line. 
“It is an old thing in a new way,” explained a local mill 
man, “but it may yet prove to be the one thing we are 
looking for as a substitute for the more expensive pulp.”

Minister Cochrane Corrects Misstatements. 


Toronto, February 27, 1906. 

Editor The Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Sir—In the Paper Trape JourNat of February 15 
I notice an editorial headed “Ontario’s New Pulp Policy,” 
in which you state that the Montreal River concessionaires 
had expended over $500,000 within two years and would 
resort to the courts; if necessary; to maintain their rights. 
This agreement, which was originally made on March 3, 
1902, called for an expenditure in the construction and 
equipment of a pulp and paper mill of at least $500,000. 
Of this amount not less than $100,000 was to be expended 
within eighteen months, not less than $200,000 within two 
years, and the balance within three years. You will see, 
therefore, that the total expenditure required under the 
agreement was only $500,000, and, to give the company 
every opportunity to fulfill their agreement, extensions of 
time were granted on two different occasions, but to date 
apparently not one dollar has been spent in the manner 
called for by the agreement, nor the ground broken for 
the erection of a single building. If, therefore, as you state, 
the sum of $500,000 has been expended, it has certainly not 
been expended in accordance with the agreement, as might 
be inferred from the wording of the article referred to. 

The facts in connection with the Nepigon pulp conces- 
sion are on all fours with those in the case of the Montreal 
River concession, and the company is clearly in default. It 
has not been the desire of the Government to take advan- 
tage of any mere technicality, and, had any real effort been 
made by any of the late concessionaires to live up to the 
agreement, the same would not have been canceled. 

I am satisfied you would not intentionally publish an 
ex-parte stating tending to create distrust in the pulp in- 
vesting public, so far as Ontario is concerned, and that you 
will take occasion to set the matter right. ! enclose here- 
with a copy of the terms and conditions under which new

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MEASUREMENT OF COLOR. 


While Color Is Not a Substance, Its Properties, Appearance 
and Composition Can Be Recorded — Exists in the 
Form of Simple Elements. 


By R. W. SINnDALt, F.C.S. 

Although color is not a material substance, like iron or 
wood, but merely a sensation produced by an impression on 
the brain, yet it is quite capable of being analyzed as 
though it actually possessed substance and could be han- 
dled. There is a striking analogy, too, between color and 
any actual chemical compound, to which we propose to 
make some brief allusions, in order that paper makers may 
be able to understand that, while color is not a substance, 
its properties, appearance and composition can be as easily 
determined and recorded for future reference as the compo- 
sition of any well known compound like alum, or recovered 
ash, &c. 

A chemical substance is either an element which is in- 
capable of decomposition into simpler substances, or a mix- 
ture of various elements combined in certain definite pro- 
portions. 

Color, in the same way, exists in the form of simple ele- 
ments, or as compounds produced by a mixture of certain 
elementary colors in definite proportions. Thus, ordinary 
white light is a compound sensation produced by an inti- 
mate association of violet, blue, green, yellow, orange and 
red colors. Of these, red, blue, yellow are elements in 
color; which is to say that all color sensations of whatever 
tone or depth, can be produced by combinations of two or 
more of these three elementary colors, which themselves 
are incapable of decomposition into other colors. 

From this it is evident that any means by which a given 
colored paper could be matched in certain known standard 
colors, would enable the analysis of that color to be per- 
manently measured. Such a system of measurement has 
been devised, and its value will at once be appreciated by 
a short study of the principles of color which led to the 
invention of an instrument for analyzing and recording all 
color sensations, whatever their nature. 

The three elementary colors, red, yellow and blue, are 
called primary colors. The three colors, orange, green and 
violet, are called the secondary colors, being the resultant

colors. For example, red and yellow gives 
orange; yellow and blue produces green; blue and red 
produces violet. The combination of equal values in red, 
blue and yellow, all three together, produces what are called 
the neutral tints. 

Thus from the glass standard colors, any tint of the six 
spectrum colors mentioned can be produced, and also a 
neutral tint of any depth, from the faintest gray to black. 
Hence it is easy to see that as the innumerable shades and 
depth of color with which we are familiar are merely com- 
pounds of only three simple elementary colors, the meas- 
urement and analysis of any unknown color is most ac- 
curately arrived at by combining the elementary standards 
This has been achieved in an in- 
strument constructed by J. W. Lovibond, to which has been 
given the name of “Tintometer.” It consists of a graded 
series of standards made of colored glasses numbered tu 
the depth of color possessed by each, and an instrument 
for holding the standard glasses and the object.which re 
quires measurement. 

This standard scale of colors is the most important part 
of the apparatus, and requires some detailed explanation. 
It consists of sets of colored -glass slips, all the glasses in 
each set being of the same color, but differing in depth, 
the difference being in degrees of equal value throughout 
For ordinary purposes, three scales are found to 
blue and the degrees in each

be sufficient, viz., red, yellow, 
scale increase by units just as the inches of a foot rule or 
the degrees of temperature on a thermometer. 

Not only do the degrees of each scale equal one another, 
but they have equivalent values in the other two scales, and 
thus combinations of equal units of any two or three scales 
produce definite colors of known valug. Just as in the 
measurement of length the foot is taken as the standard, 
or in a determination of weight the unit of measurement 
is 1 pound, so in the analysis of color a unit is necessary. 
This unit is called the neutral tint unit which is the quan- 
tity of light absorbed by the- combination of three of the 
standard units from the elementary scales, red, yellow and 
blue, as fixed in the instrument referred to. 

Any possible alteration in the color standards can easily 
be detected, but every precaution, it is hardly necessary to 
say, has been taken to secure permanence in color. The

the pulp must pass through in order to be strained. 

The use of such apparatus as previously used, so far as 
known to me, has been accompanied by the defect of grad 
ual stoppage of the slits in course of time, and this defect is 
not preventable, despite of mechanical cleansing contriv 
ances applicable and operated during working, necessitating 
a hand cleansing while the cylinder is at rest and not work 
ing. To effect this manipulation completely and thoroughly, 
the cylinder shell is made to take in two pieces, each piece 
a’a’ quickly and certainly cleansible both inside and outside
